On November 10, an enumera-
tion of the inbabitants of this ward
mads by munieipal authority, tha number of
ronidonts on June 1 a8 well as on the day of
tho anpplementsl enumeration baing sscer-
tainsd.

While the ravised Federal census of Lhis
ward shows an increase of 1919 over the
connt made in June last, it still falls 91 below
the nnumbor of inhabilants on June 1 accord-
mpg to the oity censns, and 546 below the
nambor of inhabitants on November 10 ac-
oording Lo the same anthoritys Bat, alto-
gathor, the result of tha revised enumera-
tion is8 guile aatisfactory, so far as the
lSighth ward is concerned. If the same rate
of incrense were shown all over the city, our
apurepgate population would fool up abont
740,000, which would be somewhere near the
beuth. Tustead, however, of Marshal Gre-
gory'n rovised census showing a uniform in-
oreano throughout the city, as compared with
tho original enumeration made in June last,
in twelve wards the revised figures actually
fall 37334 below those of Jume, there being an
sgprogate increase in the remaining sixteen
wards of 20,501, thns making the net in-
oréase in the city 16,567, The largest de-
oroase is shown by the Niuth ward, in which
it reaches 746, and from that point it
dwindles down to & loss of 13 in the Third
ward. The largest increase is shown by the
Eightesnth ward, to which the revised returns
give 6306 more inhabitants than it was
cradited with by the returns of June. While
it is extremely dificult to accouut for the
falling off of 1744 intwelve warda since June,
tho decrease of 672-in the Tenth ward
espacially is quite wunaccountable. This
ward is bounded by Arch, Seventh, and Vine
Blroots and the Schuylkill river, and no one
haliaves Lhat its population at present is less
than it was in June last, But the whole sub-
joot Lhiasa become tiresome and its discussion
uvaprofitable. Marshal Gregory has doubt-
laas done as well as he could to ascertain the
wotual population of Philadelphia, and we
munt rost content. The imperfections of our
oonsus aystem, howaever, should not escape
tho attention of Congress, and before another
decade rolla around, it is to be hoped that its
placing defects will be remedied.

JUDGE KELLEY AND REVENUE

REFORM,
Jonor Kenowy yesterday, in the House of
Rapresentatives, made an assanlt on the so-
called ‘‘rovenne reformers” and achieved a
brilliant victory, the enemy being, to use an
oxproguive term, nowhere. The following
rosolation, which was iatroduced by Judge
Kolley, was adopted by a vote of 164 yeas to &
nays: —

for= points to the abolition of the Internal reveoue
Byaten) which wias created as & War measure to pro-
vide for extraordinary expenses, and the centiuu-
ance of which involves the employmient, at the cost
of milions of dolisrs anpually, of an Army of as-es-
noea, collectors, supervigors, detectives, and othey
oMoers previously unknown, and requires the repaal,
al tho carliest day oonsistent with the maintensncs
of the faith and credit of the GGovernment, of all
stamp and other internal saxes: and that properiy
adjusted rates shull be retalned on distilled apiciis,
tebacco, aud malt liguors, as loog as the legitimate
expennsea of the Government reqalre the collection
of any suwm from internal taxes,”

This reso'ution undoubtedly expresses the
only true pringiple of revenue reform, and
Judge Kelley is entitled to the thanks of the
osmmnnity for having introduced it thus
oarly in the session, and obliging the mem-

bara of the House to put themselves deiinitely |

upon record as beiong in favor of the abolition
of the internal revenne system, which was, in
the language of the resolation, created asa
war weasure to provide for extraordinary
exponses. The occasion which called for the
preasat internal revenue laws bas long passed,
aad the payment of the national debt is pro.
greaaing in a safficiently satisfastory manner
to warrant the reform that Judge Kelley's
reaolution calls for. The mode of collecting
the internal revenue, and the huge Jarmy
ol officars that it necessitates, are even more
objectionable than the amounts it obliges
every citizen to pay directly into the national
trossury. ‘This system was devised as a war
moasura, and it bas fuliilled the purposes of
ita greation. 'The corruptions that are inse-
parable from it were endured patiently so
long as the necessities of the Government
required the liberal and aclive support
of every citizen; but the time has now
como when a radical reform is imperstively
demanded Judge Kelley's resclution may
be taken as an indication that he will push
tho true principles of revenne reform with
energy during the present session, and the
vote of yesterdsy indicates that he can com-
wuend & mejority large emough tojdiscomit

long and efficient mervice, there would ba
comparalively little cause of complnint, But
pay goes with rank, and rank has been
acquired in many instanoes by dint of stick.
ing to the navy as the barnacles stick to a
ship, without rendering a particls of real ser.

vice. A beginuing towards the rsformation
of this gross abnse lias besn
made by the raid against Porter; and now

sinoe it has commenoed, it should be vigo-
rously followed up by reduoing the pay or by
ahsolutely driviug from the service dozens of
bigh-salaried officers who have no legitimata
claims on the national gratitade, and who are
now, and have besn for years, totaily nseless
appendages.

Mg, McCrepny, one of the Damocratie
Bonators from Kentucky, gave the mation a
foretaste of what it may expect from a cowm-
plete resloration of Demoocratic ascendancy,
by a joint resolution which he offered in the
Senate yesterday. He proposed thata com-
mittee should be appointed to inqnira into
